ional importance today after the 
Ford Motor company closed its 
River Rouge plant and threatened 
"to shut down all its plants throug- 
out the nation,1 throwing 150,000 
men out of jobs. 


Although no official word came 


from Ford headquarters, company- 
chiefs said that strikes tieing up 
two body factories which feed the 
Ford organization, would make a 


t complete shutdown necessary. 


The Rouge plant closed at 4 p. 


m. yesterday, throwing about 50,- 
000 men out of work. More than 
~100,00& are-employed-in-assembly 
plants-seattered about the nation. 


DETROIT AFRAID 


^rf>cginouB_renorts that Eord-em- 
Jfeyees were planning' to "bring 
pressure' to bear" upon the strik- 
ers, alarmed the city. Declaring 
that- "Detroit's 
welfare is at 


stake," Mayor Frank Murphy 
urged conciliation and offered to 
act as arbitrator. 
Plants of the Briggs Manufac- 


turing company have been closed 
for three days after a wage strike 
forced layoff of 6,000 men. The 
Murray. Body 
corporation an- 


nounced it was forced to close its 
factories when a strike affected 
4,000 workers. 
Many 
of 
the 


strikers were women. The two 
companies furnish all bodies for 
the new Ford models, on which 
production was started a few 
days ago. 


Officials of Phe companies main- 


tained that only about 10 per cent 
of the workers were actual strik- 
ers. 
The rest, they said, were 


forced to strike through threats 
of intimidation or thrown out of 
jobs when the plants closed. 
Picket lines patrolled the gates 


of the closed plants. Trouble was 
feared if Ford workers attempt 
to "dissuade" strikers from con- 
tinuing the walkout.

THE SITUATION" IS 


As 3H economy measure, a bill shortly to be introduced in the House of Representatives would still far- 
ther reduce the numerical strength of the United Stales Marine Corps, admittedly the finest body of fight- 
ing men, pound for pound, in the world. During the past four years, the corps has been depleted by cuts 
in personnel until to 4a.te *ke total reduction amounts to 241/£ per cent. Apart frosn the sentiment that 
surrounds the picturesque fighting body, it is a debatable question as to whether Uncle Sam can afford to 
weaken his national bulwarks at ihis time—even if we are just a bit hard up. Representative Fred Britten 
of Illinois is the leader of a movement to fight the bill which would cut the strength of the Marine Corps 
from its present 15,343 to 13,600. He has the support of Major General Ben H. Fuller, Commandant of the 
Corps, as well as that of otiier hijh ranking Naval officers. These opponents of the bill point to the enviable 
record of the Marines. Si&ce their formation as a fighting unit in 1776, the Corps has covered its colors 
•.vith glory in many parts of the world. No later than last year, the sigh that was breathed on all sides when 
news of the Japanese invasion of Shanghai reached this country was "Thank heavens the- marines are on 
the job." 
The work of the corps in South America is so well remembered that 99 per cent of Americans 


will aeree with Marine Corps supporters win say "by all means let's have economy, but why pick on the 


Marines?"

nourishment, lower the resistance to 
infection. If we hope to prevent 
pneumonia, great care should be 
'aken to avoid over-exertion end ex- 
posure to cold and dampness. 


Since real pneumonia is contagious 


and spreads rapidly by contact, it is 
important to avoid crowded and 
poorly ventilated places. 
A person 


afflicted with pneumonia should be 
isolated and avoided by all who are 
not compelled to be near him. 


Pneumonia Is a serious infection 


ivhich is easier to prevent than to 
(.'ure. 
If you have, a cold, do not 


slight it Neglect may lead to pneu- 
monia and render you liable to many 
unnecessary dangers. If you have a
